“Drawn from the Sea: Art in the 
Service of Ichthyology” opens 
May 21 displaying 70 elegant illus- 
trations of fish by some of Ameri- 
ca’s finest biological illustrators. 
Since the early 19th century illus- 
trators have played an important 
role in recording intricate color 
patterns and anatomical details for 
scientific research. This exhibi- 
tion, selected from more than 
10,000 images belonging to the 
Smithsonian Institution, offers a 
chance not only to examine these 
finely detailed pieces but to com- 
pare them with living specimens 
in the Academy’s Steinhart Aquari- 
um. “Drawn from the Sea” can be 
seen in Cowell Gallery through 
August 14. 


Don’t postpone your trip to the 
Academy to see “Drylands”’ or 
“Space Visions: the Art of Chesley 
Bonestell” as they will soon be 
closing. “Drylands: The Great 
Deserts of North America” records 
the dramatic beauty of the five 
great deserts of the western United 
States in color photographs by 
Philip Hyde. Taken from the book 
by the same title, this exhibition 
can be seen through May 8 in 
Cowell Gallery. 


Chesley Bonestell was the pioneer 
painter of space, depicting other 
worlds long before technology 
gave us a camera’s view of them. 
Forty-four of Bonestell’s lumines- 
cent paintings of other planets 
and their moons and of astronauts 
toiling on space projects that were 
only dreams when he painted them 
can be seen in “Space Visions” 
through May 15.

Bay Area Geology 


The San Francisco Bay Area is a 
dramatic classroom for teaching 
the principles of geology. From 
the sea-cliff exposures of ancient 
rock to clear examples of plate tec- 
tonics in action, our local terrain is 
a record of on-going geologic 
forces. On Wednesday, May 11 at 
2:00 and 7:30 p.m. and on Thurs- 
day, May 12 at 7:30 p.m. Dr. Clyde 
Wahrhaftig will discuss “From Sea 
Cliffs to the San Andreas Fault: 
Discovering Geology in the Bay 
Area National Parks.” Using slides 
Dr. Wahrhaftig will lead a geologic 
tour of the Bay Area coastline. The 
movement of ancient oceanic 
plates, sea-level fluctuations and 
erosion have each left easily visi- 
ble marks on our landscape. The 
notorious San Andreas Fault and 
the ancient rocks of the Marin 
Headlands, which were thrust out 
of the sea, offer a first-hand look 
at geologic forces that continue to 
shape the Bay Area. Dr. Wahrhaftig

Against a dramatic backdrop of desert mesas and mountains, this Acade- 
my tour of the Southwest will explore modern Native American culture 
in the context of the thousands of years of prehistoric development in 
the region. Festivals and dances in Acoma, Zuni, and Hopi villages 
demonstrate how modern Pueblo Indians preserve their rich cultural 
traditions while participating fully in twentieth-century American life. 
The tour includes visits to the Anasazi ruins of Mesa Verde and Chaco 
Canyon National Parks, and Bandelier, Aztec, Navajo, and Canyon de 
Chelly National Monuments. Tour leader Dr. Linda Cordell is Chairman 
of the Academy’s Anthropology Department and has focused her 
research on the pre-history of the Southwest. 

Costs are approximately $2300 for the tour and $198 for air fare.
